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(57) Abstract: A movable sinker device and a sinker of a weft knitting machine capable of holding and pressing down an old loop 
knitting yam and sufficiently pulling down a knitted fabric. Second projected parts (14b) moved close to each other when sinkers (8) 
are advanced to hold the knitted fabric (21). When front and rear needle beds (3) are positioned oppositely to each other so as to be 

5^ symmetrical with respect to a tip part (2), energization by wire springs (18) acts on the knitted fabric (21) to pull it down vertically. 

1^ Knitting yam receiving parts (14c) arc formed on the first projected parts (14a) at the tip parts (14) of the sinkers (8) to lock the old 
loop knitting yam so as to prevent the knitting yam from being moved according to the advancement of a knitting needle (7). Second 
projected parts (14b) projected in the radial outer direction are formed al the tip (14g) of the first projected parts (14a) to holdingly 
pull down the knitted fabric together with the opposed second projected parts (I4b) on the needle bed (3) sides. 
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
